In the Grand-jury investigation, as he 
éxpressed it, the committee's. work 
stopped outside the door. It could do no 
more than offer evidence to be utilized 
by the Grand-jury, but the practical 
work of presenting it was in the hands of 
Mr. Zachritz. As to the trial of the 
cases, Mr. Ferriss said: “We think that 
it is entirely proper for us to try to make 
the work of the Grand-jury effective, 
and to this end we shall assist in the 
prosecution in any way possible.” 

How far will this possibility of 
assistance go? That point should 
be thoroughly tested by the attor- 
neys of the .Citizens’ Safety Com- 
mittee. They should offer their services to 
the Circuit Attorney in such a manner that 
he will be compelled to accept or give a 
positive refusal. -Messrs. Ferriss and 
Kent are the legal representatives of a 
strong citizens’ organization formed for 
the sole purpose of assisting the author- 
ities in running down fraud and punish- 
ing election offenders. That is their 
special mission, and in a measure they 
represent the people fn this work. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz cannot re- 
fuse the help of the attorneys of this 
organization without publicly admitting 
that he does not want an honest and 
vigorous prosecution of the election 
cases. Such refusal would be a slap in 
the face of the committee. The Circuit 
Atterney should be driven into a public 
myowal of his intention. The committee
